It may be that the carnal 
nature in man is no more as- 
sertive in recent years than 
in all other decades of the 
past, but itis evidently no- 
ticed more by certain classes. 
The subject may not be as 
enticing as some, but honest 
humble souls are always de- 
sirous to acquaint themselves 
with any subject that will lead 
to ahigher plane of experi- 
ence, and give them a firmer 
hold on God, and furnish 
them information by which 
they can be better assured of 
being ready for translation 
when Jesus comes. 

We have such a disgust for 
this old man that we never 
expect to show him any 
quarters. He led us into sin 
and was the cause of our 
Lord having to die on Calva- 
ry. Indeed he has wrought 
much havoc in the world and 
has caused much. suffering 
and many heart aches. The 
teaching concerning the 
Christian religion has been 


. much butchered up by this 


cruel monster. We are go- 
ing to try to expose him so 
he will appear dreadtul to 
every one that has ever been 
tricked by him. He shows 
so many different disposi- 
tions that really it is not so 
easy to catch up with him. 


At times this fellow will 
appear as gentle and sweet as 
a little child, and as innocent 


- asa lamb, while at other 


times he willbe churlish and 
snappish. One moment he 
will be sweet and loving and 
the next moment a murderer. 
He is not to be depended 
upon at all. Youcan’t tell 
what he is going to do _ next. 
Such a disposition as this is 
dangerous. It is no wonder 
that Paul declared ‘him to be 
an enemy to God, and not 
subject to His laws; and that 
those who were possessed 
by him could not please God, 
and would soon be ensnared 


by death. | Pagpnew what 
he was talking about. 

This deceitful disposition 
is not alone manifested in the 


lives of the people who make 
no profession of religion, but 





itis shown in the lives of 
many who pfofess_ salvation. 
It would not be too much to 
say that he acts very freely 
sometimes in the lives of 
those who seem to be ex- 
tremely pious and appear 
like saints. It is among this 
latter class that we especially 
want to expose him so they 
themselves can locate him 
and by so doing join in the 
crusade against him. It may 


be that some are entertaining 


and feeding him without hav- 
ing knowledge of the fact. 


I don’t know any better 
way to locate this enemy 
than to get a description of 
him from our Book we _ love 
so well and note the outcrop- 
ings. There is a lead of mar- 
ble that runs through a part 
of North Georgia and West- 
ern North Carolina. It has 
been followed by the out- 
croppings. Some places the 
vein is very deep while at 
other places it is nearer the 
surface, and some places it 
shows itself ot the . surface of 
the earth. Gold leads and 
those of other minerals have 
been followed in the same 
way. We will represent this 
nature as a veinor lead and 
follow him by the outcrop- 
pings. Like the gold or mar- 
ble you can’t always tell 
where he is as he is hidden 
deep down sometimes, but as 
he comes to the surface he is

This is so plain that 
every honest soul can clearly 
see outcroppings of carnality 
where there are divisions and 
disagreement accompanied 
with contentions or disputes 
or accusations one against an- 
other.

This definition 
alone ought to strike even 
honest hearts with special 
emphasis. To support or de- 
fend any erroneous opinions 
makes one a heretic and this 
a mark of carnality! This 
becomes frightful as we re- | 
member the thousands of 
different opinions ofScripture 
that are maintained and de- 
fended. I’m sure the old 
man will rise up in some one 
that reads this. All right, he 
had better be located now 
than to wait until he has ruin- 
ed somebody by his subtlety 
and palavering appellations. 
Webster further says, “The 
Scriptures being the standard 
of faith, any opinion that is 
repugnant (contrary) to its 
doctrines is heresy.” 
According to this explana- 
tion itis no little thing for 
people to hold contrary opin- 
ions or view. of Scripture. 
In this light it is not so much 
wonder that Paul exhorted 
Timothy to study to show 
himself “approved unto God 
a workman that needeth not 
to be ashamed, rightly divid- 
ing the word of truth.” It is 
just as necessary today for us 
to rightly divide the Word. 
In the true light it is easy to 
see that there are multitudes 
of heretics in these days for 
there are multitudes of differ- 
ent opinions, and they can’t 
all be right when they are so 
reverse of each other. | 


As heresy is one of the 
marks of carnality, and since 
heresy is an opinion main- 
tained contrary to the right 
division of the Scripture, it is 
certainly plain that some who 
profess a high state of Chris- 
tian perfection are yet under 
the influence of carnality for 
itis not uncommon to find 
two persons strongly advocat- 
ing contrary views of the 
same Scriptures.

As such he is ignorant of the 
joys of salvation now, and is 
unfit for the joys and plea- 
sures of God’s kingdom for- 
ever hereafter. His condi- 
tion is most hopeless unless 
some power outside of and 
beyond himself is. brought to 
rescue him there is no hope 


world without end. 

But fortunately, Jesus, the 
Son of God, the Redeemer, 
comes to rescue, and _ pro- 
vides glorious deliverance for 
poor fallen mankind. Let us 
notice a few -passages in the 
Scriptures relative to Jesus, 
the Savior. 

Saint Paul declares that we 
have redemption “through the 
blood,” and tells us that re- 
demption is the “forgiveness 
of sins”. This—forgiveness 
of sins— is not all of redemp- 
tion, but itis the first con- 
scious touch of God’s grace 
in the heart and is effected 
by or through the atoning 
blood of our Savior. Read 
Col. 1:14 and Eph. 1:7. 

Peace to the troubled heart 
can come no way but through 
the blood of the crucified 
Savior. Saint Paul again de- 
clared that he made peace-by 
the blood of the cross. Col. 
1:20. 

Jesus himself declared that 
he came to give “his life a 
ransom for many”. Matt. 20: 
29. His life was the price 
he paid to become the Sa- 
vior of the world. There are 
many passages that set forth 


_this foundation truth of the 


gospel. Satan has done much 
to undermine and destroy 
this truth, but no teaching is 
set forth with more emphasis 
in all the sacred scriptures, 
and we might add, none is 
more necessary. We are 
surprised at the notions and 
ideas of men that prevail on 
this fundamental point. Such 
passages asthe following are 
too plain to be mistaken. He 
“gave himself for uS that he 
might redeem us from all ini- 
quity and purify unto himself 
a peculiar people.” Notice 
when it says, “gave himself’ 
it means that he died . for us, 
nothing short of it. He was 
“delivered for our offences;” 
“Redeemed with the precious 
blood of Christ;” and further 
it is said that we are justified 
“through the redemption that 
is in Christ Jesus;” and His 
blood “purges the conscience 
from dead works to serve 


God.” And Saint Paul de- 
clares he was crucified for 
our life.

Read 
about the “I am” of the first 
part of the book of Exodus. 
Again, read 1 Cor. 10, verses 
one toten. Saint Paul de- 
clared that the fathers all ate 
the same spiritual meat and 
drank “the same _ spiritual 
drink: for they drank of that 
Spiritual rock which followed 
them: and that rock was 
Christ.” Jesus gave . bless- 
ings, life, salvation. healing or 
whatever He gave by virtue 
of his sacrificial work, that he 
accomplished on the cross in 
dying for the redemption of 
the world. This scheme of 
redemption God had planned 
from the foundation of the 
world. In Eph. 1:4 we are 
told that God “hath chosen 
us in him (Christ) before the 
foundation of the world, that 
we should be holy and with- 
out blame before him in 
love.” Also in 1 Peter 1:19, 
20, we are told that we are 
redeemed by “the precious 
blood of Christ as of a lamb 
without blemish and without 
spot, who verily was fore or- 
dained before the foundation 
of the world, but was mani- 
test in these last times.” Je- 
sus said, “Abraham rejoiced 
to see my day: and he saw it 
and was glad.” John 8:56. 


With these passages before 
us, and considering the fact 
that man cannot opproach his 
Master for any blessing or 
mercy except through the on- 
ly Mediator, Jesus, and that 
God cannot deal with us or 
approach us for good except 
through Jesus, the Savior of 
the world, it is evident that 
men must have received

ally was spilt before the eyes 
of men, but we must remem- 
ber that God looked upon it 
as an accomplished fact from 
the foundation of the world, 
if not, what are we to do 
with the above passages? If 
some did not receive the ben- 
efits of His shed blood in ad- 
vance, how could these Isra- 
elites drink of Christ more 
than one thousand years be- 
fore he actually died? We 
must remember that Jesus is 


not the Savior because of the 


fact that he is God’s Son or 
omnipresent or omnipotent or 
omniscient, but because he is 
“the slain lamb” for our sins, 
our Mediator between God 
and man, “the propitiation 
for our sins and the sins of 
the whole world.” Every 
blessing we receive from 
God comes through Christ 
our Mediator. 

So let us bear in mind that 
there is no state of peace 
with God, no place of re- 
ceiving His blessing in any 
degree, no favor or mercy 
with Him, except in and 
through Jesus, the slain lamb 
of Calvary. 

Let us notice a few pas- 
sages further as to who is this 
Christ the Savior of men. 

1. Heis the Son of God. 
The Bible declares over and 
over again that He is the on- 
ly begotten Son of God. St. 
John says, “the word was 
made flesh and dwelt among 
us, and we beheld his glory, 
the glory as of the only be- 
gotten of the Father.” He 
further says, “No man _ hath 
seen God at any time; the 
only begotten Son which is 
in the bosom of the Father 
hath declared him.” 

2. Christ is said to be Cre- 
ator, Supporter and Preserv- 
er ofall things. “All things 
were made by him; and with- 
out him was not anything 
made that was made.” John 
1:3. Saint Paul declares that 


“By him were all things cre-| 


ated that are in heaven and 
that are in the earth, visible 
and invisible, whether they 
be thrones, or dominions, or 
principalities, or powers, all 
things were created by him 
and tor him.” Col. 1:16. 

Hebrews 1:1-3 states that 
Jesus is the express image of 
the Father, the brightness of 
His glory, and that by Him 
the worlds were created, and 
that He upholds all things by 
the word of His power. But 
notice the fact of His giving 
Himself to purge our sins is 
not omitted from this remark- 
able statement of His glory 
and power. iv 

3: He is eternal, all-wise, 
all-powerful, and omnipres- 
ent. His “goings forth have 
been from old; from ever- 























lasting.” Where “two or 
three are gathered together” 
He is in the midst. with His 
saints, “always, even to the 
end of the world.” He was 
in the beginning with the Fa- 
ther. He “knew all things 
and needed not that any man 
teach him.” By His working 
“he is able to subdue all 
things unto himself.” “By 
him all things consist;’”’ He is 
“the beginning and _ the end- 
ing * * * which is and which 
was and which is to come 
the Almighty.” Unto the Son 
he saith, “Thy throne, O God 


is forever and ever * ** And! 


thou Lord in the beginning 
hast laid the foundation of the 
earth: and the heavens are 
the works of thine hands.” 
Heb. 1:8-10.

Also, “He was 
manifested to take away 
our sins and in Him was no 
sin.” He was the spotless 
Lamb of God, there was no 
blemish in Him and no de- 
filement, if there had been 
He could not have been the 
Savior of the world; He 
could neither have atoned for 
the sins of the people nor 
have washed away the de- 
pravity of the human heart. 

Such is our Savior: may we 
know Him, live in Him, and 
thus enjoy the fulness of onr 
Father’s bequest.

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é Casting Lots. 

A correspondent has te- 
quested a full explanation of 
casting lots. | No doubt oth- 
ers will be interested,to know 
more about this so we give 
space below. 

Lots were often cast by 
the Jews, as well as by other 
ancient nations, with the ex- 
pectation, when God was ap- 
pealed to, that he would “so 
control them as 10 give a 
right direction in doubtful 
cases, Judg. 20:9; 1 Sam. 10: 
20, 21; 1 Chr. 26:14; Psa. 22: 
18; Prov. 16:33; 18:10. They 
were often used by divine 
appointment.’ The portions 
of the twelve tribes were 
thus assigned to them; and 
hence each tribe’s portion was 
called “the lot of its. inheri- 
tance,” Num. 26:52, 56; 
Psa. 125:3; Acts 8:21. The 
scape-goat was to be selected 
and the order of the priests’ 
service determined by lot, 
Lev. 16:8; 1 Chr. 24:5; 25:8. 
By the same means Achan, 
Jonathan, and Jonah were 
discovered, Josh. 7:14; 1 Sam. 
14:41, 42; Jon. 1:7. By lot 
Christ’s garment’s were di- 
vided, Matt. 27:35, and Mat- 
thias was designated by 
lot to be an apostle in place 
of Judas, Acts 1:26. A com- 
mon mode of casting lots was 
by the use of pebbles, one or 
more of them being marked 
and all being shaken together 
in some fold of a garment, 
an urn, or a helmet, before 
drawing, Prov. 16:33; John 
19:24. As the use of lots by 
one who believes in the par- 
ticular providence of God in- 
volves a solemn appeal” to 
the Disposer of all events, 
they should never be used on 
trivial occasions; and in this 
day a case can rarely occur! 
when such an appeal would | 
be warranted.
